Nature gives Virginia 
everything that can be asked of nature. What 
u position for agriculture, manufactures, mining, 
commerce! Norfolk is a hundred miles nearer 
Chicago than New Yoak is, but she has no inter- 
course with Chicago. It is three hundred miles) 
nearer the mouth of the Ohio; but if a Norfolk 
man wants to go to St. Louis, I believe his quickest 
way lies through New Yerk. It is not a day’s sail 
farther from Liverpool; it is nearer to the Medi- 
térrazean and South American points.

There are 
enly 165,000 dwellings in Virginia; 463,000 in 
New York. Then the Virginia farms were worth 
$216,000,000 ; yours, $554,000,000; Virginia is 
wholy agricultural, while you are also manufactur- 
ing and commercial. Her farm tools were worth 
$7,000,000 ; yours, $22,000,000. Her cattle, $33,- 
000,000; yours, $73,000,000. The orchard pro- 
ducts of Virginia were worth $177,000; of New 
York, $1, 762,000. Virginia had 478 miles of 
railroad ; you had 1,826 miles. She had 74,000 
tans of shipping, you had 942,000. The value of 
her cotton factories was not two millions; the 
value of yours was four and a — millions.

African slavery was regarded and denounced as 
a great evil by the American colonies, even before 
the revolution; and those colonies which are now 
slaveholding states, were equally earnest in such 
remonstrances with those which are now free states. 
Colonial laws, framed to prevent the increase of 
slavery, were vetoed by the King of Great Britain. ; 
This exercise of arbitrary power to enlarge and

y wrongful in itself and injurious to the colonies, 
was one of the causes of the revolution. 

When the war was ended there was an imperi- 
ous necessity for the institution of some govern- 
ment in the then unoccupied territories of the 
United States. In 1784, Jefferson proposed, and | 
in 1787 the Continental Congress adopted, the 
ordinance for the government of the territory ly- 
ing northwest of the Ohio, by which it was declar- 
ed that there shall be neither slavery nor involun- 
tary servitude except for the punishment of crime. 
The great and flourishing states since organized 
within that territory, on the basis of that ordinance 
are enduring monuments of the wisdom of the 
statesinan of the revolution.

In adopting the constitution, is was so 
universally anticipated that the foreign slave trade 
, would be promptly prohibited, that all parties ac- 
|quiesced in a stipulation postponing that measure 
till 1808. The foreign slave trade was prohibited 
|—thus the source of slavery was understood tobe 
dried up, while the introduction of slavery into 
the territories was prohibited. The slavery ques- 
| tion, so far as it was a national one, was under- 
| stood to be finally settled, and at the same time 
| the states had already taken up and were carry- 
‘ing forward a system of gradualemancipation. In 
11803, Louisiana was acquired by purchase from 
| France, and included what is known as the states 
lof Louisiana, Missouri, Arkansas and Iowa, and 
the territories known, as Kansas and Nebraska. 
| Slavery existed at the time in New Orleans and at 
St. Louis, and so this purchase resulted in bring- 
jing the slavery question again before Congress. 
‘In 1812 the region immediately surrounding New 
‘Orleans applied for admission into the Union un- 
der the name of the state of Louisiana, with a 
constitution tolerating slavery, and the free states 


“Your committee do not feel themselves called 
upon to enter into a discussion of those controverted 
questions. They involve the same grave issues 
which produced the agitation, the sectional strife, 
and the fearful struggle of 1850. As Congress 
deemed it wise and prudent to refrain from deciding 
the matters in controversy then, either by affirming 
or repealing the Mexican laws, or by an act declar- 
atory of the true intent of the Constitution, and 
the extent of the protection afforded by it to the 
slave property in the Territories, so your commit- 
tee are not prepared now to recommend a departure 
from the course pursued upon that memorable oc- 
casion, either by affirming or repealing the eighth 


‘section of the Missouri act, or by any act declara- 


tory of the meaning of the Constitution in respect 
to the legal points in dispute.” 

‘he abrogation has been effected in pursuance 
of the demand of the administration itself, and by 
means of its influence on Congress. In the House 
of Representatives, that bcdy which is more imme- 
diately sapenens to the people, the contest was 
more equal than in the Senate ; though it is dee to 
justice and candor that it should be stated, that it 
could not have been carried in either house without 
the votes of the representatives from the free States. 
The minority resisted the attempts to arrest dis- 
cussion upon this grave question, through a straggle 
of longer duration than any other known to Con- 
gressional history. Some attempt was made to 
stigmatize that minority as ‘“‘factionists,” yet we 
fearlessly declare that throughout the contest they 
resorted solely to the powers secured to them by 
the law and the rules of the House, and the pas- 
sage of the measure through the Ifouse was effected 
through a subversion of its rules by the majority, 
and the exercise of a power unprecedented in the 
annals of Congressional legislation. The deed is 
done. It is done with a clear proclamation to the 
adininistration and by Congress, that the principle 
which it contains extends not only to Kansas and 
Nebraska, but to all the other territories now be- 
longing to the United States, and to all which may 
hereafter be acquired. It has been done unneces- 
sarily and wantonly, because there was no pressure 
for the organization of governments in Kansas 
and Nebraska, neither of which territories contains 
one lawful inhabitant who was a citizen of the 
United States, and because there was not only no 
danger of dissolution apprehended, but by this 
measure the jree States have lost all the guarantees 
contained in former compromises, while all the 
States, both slave and free, have lost the guarantees 
of harmony and union which these compromises 
afforded. It seems plain to us that, fatal as the 
measure is in these respects, itis ovly a cover for 
a broader propagandism of slavery in the future.

Tus State Convention on THE TuiRTEENTH.— 
We publish the official call for this important as 
sembly. We leok with deep interest to this meet- 
ing. It will of necessity do much to carry forward 
or to retard the radical Anti-Slavery movement now 
in progress. Our fears are active, though we are 
not without hope. We have fears, because we 
know that if that convention, shall for the sake of 
numbers settle down by way of compromise upon 
some half and half measures, the result will be 
that the present indignation against slavery will be 
calmed, and the rising purpose among the people 
for its overthrow, will be crushed and they be be- 
guiled into submission and acquiescence as here- 
tofore. 

If for example, as we see recommended in the 
Tribune, all other issues should be laid aside, and 
abolitionists unite with whigs and democrats on the 
single measure of the restoration of the Missouri 
Compromise; it would be in our judgment @ most 
unfortunate move. It would be not merely a let- 
ting down, but a throwing away of the anti-slavery 
standard. The Nebraska question is indeed a 
| stupendous question, but far greater and compre- 
hendirg it and all other similar ones, is the ques- 
tion of slavery itself, a question that never for one 
moment should be lust sight of. Slaveholders have 
ever been successful in drawing the North off on 
side issues, incidental questions, and thus covering 
up the main issue and effectually securing their 
supremacy. We have to meet slave holders on 
the main question or we fail. 

Or, suppose the convention should as the Tri- 
bune, the Free Soil Boston Commonwealth and 
other papers recommend, strike, not for the repu- 
diation of all obligations to catch fugitive slaves, 
but for the amendment of the fugitive slave act so 
as to grant a jury trial to persons claimed—of course 
so preposterous an act, coming from anti-slavery 
men, would bea victory for slavery—a legal ac- 
knowledgment of the right of slave holding and 
slave catching, and we consider the papers to which 
we refer, as haying caten their brave words hereto- 
fore spoken against slavery and nullified their anti- 
slavery work by this miserable concession.

To enforce the importance of the measure, its 
friends publish in their circular the following in- 
teresting history of Thomas Clarkson's first essay 
on the subject: 

Extraordinary result of a prize essay in awakening 
the mind of Thomas Clarkson, and in turning 
his whole enernies into the anti-slavery field. 

It was in 1785, that Dr. Peckard was raised to 
the Vice-Chancellorship of the University of Cam- 
bridge. That benevolent and patriotic divine, took 
the first opportunity that precented itself of ex- 
citing the attention of the public to the crimes he 
had himself denounced from the pulpit. This he 
effected through the instrumentality of a Univer- 
sity Prize, offered to the young and ardent minds 
of the under-graduates, for the best Latin disserta- 
tion upon the following subject :—Anne liceat invitos 
in servitutem dare?” —‘‘Is it right to make slaves of 
others against their will ?” 

Thomas Clarkson was at this time senior wrang- 
ler in the University. In the previous year, he 
had gained a prize for the best Latin dissertation. 
That he might retain his former reputation, he felt 
himself called upon again to prepare for the con- 
flict; and thus obtain for himself a still higher 
degree of scholastic fame. In studying the subject 
proposed, the young aspirant properly conceived 
that the proposition, though couched in general 
terms, pointed indirectly at the African slave trade, 
which had begun to occupy a share of public at- 
tention, but which he regretted his entire igno- 
rance of, and that only a few weeks were allowed 
for the composition of the essay. He commenced, 
however, with determination, and made the best 
use of his time. He gathered information from 
every source he could think of, and armed himself 
with authorities on the subject. But no man, he 
pathetically says, can imagine the severe trials 
which the composition of this essay subjected him 
to. He had expected to find much pleasure in 
collecting his materials, in arranging and in con- 
structing his @dicula to freedom. He anticipated 
gratification from the invention of his proposed 
arguments, from the arrangement of his facts, 
from the skill to be displayed in the proper con- 
nections, from the provfs he should give by induc- 
tion of the unlawfulness of making persons slaves 
against their will, and from the laudable aspiration, 
so natural in a youthful heart, of being engaged 
iD #0 innocent contest for literary honors :

At length it became less an object of ambition, 
as a literary contest for academic honors, than ths 
production of a work that might be of use to the 
suffering Africans, and call upon his country \, 
shake off “the accursed thing,” which is twicg 
cursed, cursing both the persecutor and the peres. 
cuted ; for 

“Heav'n, whose daring attribute we find, 

Is boundless grace and mercy to mankind, 

Abhors the cruel.” Dryden. 

With this additional object perpetually in hi, 
mind, he regularly, after having read the harry. 
accounts in Benezet’s faithful pages, slept with , 
light in his chamber, that he might rise from his 
couch and note down such thoughts as arose ig 
his mind during the still and solemn hours of 
night. This practice arose from a fixed deter), 
nation of putting forth his utmost strength, no 
merely for University honours, but for the honous 
of universal human nature; and that no auziliary, 
however small. should be lost to the argumentatiy, 
portion of his thesia. 

Having, at length, finished his painful task, he 
transmitted his dissertation to the Vice-Chancellor; 
and, shortly afterwards, found himself honoured, 
asin the previous year, by the award of the fra 
prize. This was the first spark elicited in Clark. 
son’s mind, which kindled a fire in the whole 
Christian part of the Eoglish nation; and excited 
the people, throughout the length and breadth of 
the British Isles, in a generous endeavor to alle. 
viate the sufferings and redress the wrongs of their 
African brethren ; and thus was the quiet under. 
graduate of Cambridge instantaneously converted, 
as Bernard Barton records it, from a youthful as. 
pirant fur academic bays into 


“The champion of an injured race, 
Among the great and good.” 


As it was the custom in the University of Cam. 
bridge for the author of these laureated disserta- 
tions to read them in the Senate House, befure the 
assembled University, shortly after the adjudics- 
tion of the honours, Thomas Clarkson was recalled 
to Cambridge for that purpose. He returned to 
his college and performed his academic duties; 
but on his journey to London, which he performed 
on horseback, the subject of his recent lucubra- 
tions, which had so painfully oceupied his mind 
by day and night, when in his desire to excel he 
followed the precept of the Roman Iyrist, “ Noc- 
turna versate manu, versate diurna,’”’ so completely 
engrossed his thoughts, and preyed with such 
frightful energy upon his mind that he could think 
of nothing else. He became, as he himself re 
cords in his narrative, at times very seriously af- 
fected whilst upon the road. Ie occasionally 
stopped his horse, dismounted, and proceeded 
slowly and thoughtfully on foot; frequently en- 
deavouring to persuade himself that the contents 
of his dissertation could not, by any posssibility, 
be true. The more, however, that he reflected 


upon the barbarous facts which he found recorded: 


with such testimonials to their truthfulness in the 
authorities he had quoted, the more he believed 
their frightful statements to be true. Approaching 
the village of Wade's Mill, in Hertfordshire, he 
sat down in a disconsolate mood upon the grass by 
the road-side, and held his horse by the bridle. 


deserving of commemoration as Wittington’s stone 
on Highgate Hill, the happy thought flashed into 
his mind, that if the horrifying contents of his 
academic exercitation were trae, the time had cer- 
tainly arrived when some person should come for- 
ward, and put an end to such demoniacal atroci- 
ties. 

In this state of mental perturbation, the young 
alumnus laureatus reached his home more sad than 
even had he lost his prize. This overwhelming 
impression, from which such great results bave 
flowed, occurred in the summer of 1785, In the 
autumn of that year the incipient champion of the 
abolition of the traffic in human flesh and blood, 
body and soul, unable to shake off his melancholy 
feelings, walked frequently in the woods contigu- 
ous to his home, that he might contemplate the 
all-engrossing subject in silence and in solitude; 
and find relief for his agitated feelings. In these 
umbrageous solitudes, communing in spirit with 
himself, the question still recurred to his mind, 
Can these things be true?” Still the anawer fol- 
lowed as instantancously as the thunder succeeds 
the lightning, “,They are, they must be: the tcs- 
timony is too powerful for doubt.” The same re 
sults always fullowed these solitary conferences, 
and Clarkson became increasingly impressed with 
the necessity of some one interfering to put av 
end to the bloody traffic. This he ultimately re 
solved to do himself. He felt convinced that 
there had never been any cause undertaken by 
any man in any country, or in any age, so great or 
so important to religion and humanity, as that 
upon which he was meditating: that there never 
had been one in which more cruelty was inflicted, 
or more misery endured, or which cried more loué- 
ly to heaven and earth for redress. 

Here, then, was the grand result of a University 
Prize Essay. Though the youthful student could 
not extinguish his desires for worldly interests and 
honours all at once, the sense of duty and the 
holiness of the cause he had espoused crept closet 
to his heart, and he never relinquished it, but ded 
icated his whole life to the sacred cause of Froe 
dom. The offer of a University prize is only 
extended to a very limited number of competitors. 
When a similar offer is made, without restriction, 
open to all who choose to enter the lists, how 
many under Providence may it be the means of 
awakening to a sense of the iniquities of tbe slst® 
system, and of its unparalleled atrocities; 04 
hence the imperative duty of labouring for ite ¢* 
tinction ?
